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BY Virtue of an Act, made in 1751, for Alteration of the Style, 
the Beginning of the Year was changed from the 25th of 
March to the iſt of January, which Change took Place on the 
iſt of Tanuary, 1752, 

In Conſequence of the ſame Act of Parliament, the-Uſe of the 
Julian Account, or Old Style, heretofore followed in this Coun- 
try, ceaſed on the ſecond of September of the ſame Year 1752; 
and by dropping or leaving out eleven nominal Days, and calling 
the next, which would have been the third, the fourteenth, the 
New Style took Place: and from rhence, by the faid Act, is di- 
rected to be uſed for all Time to come, in all his Majeſty's Do- 
minions ſubject to the Crown of Grea? Britain. By this Altera- 
tion, the ſeveral Fixed or Immoveable Feaſts, as they are ordered 
to be placed in the New Calendar upon the ſame nominal Days 
of the reſpective Months as they were placed upon in the Old, 
will come 11 Days earlier than they would otherwiſe have done, 
and thereby make all Things depending upon them, ſuch as the 
Opening or Incloſing of Common Fields and tattures, the Hold- 
ing of Fairs and Marts, the Payments of Rents and Anayities, 
and the Commencement or Extinction of many private Rights 
and Matters of Property, do the ſume: To prevent therefore any 
Inconvenience ariſing therefrom, the Act provides and direCts, 
That the Opening or Inclofing of Paſtures, the Payments of 
Rents, Annuities, and all other Things depending on the Fixed 
or Immoveable Feaſts, thall not by this means be accelerated or 
ſorwarded, but that the Days of Opening or Shutting ſuch Pal- 
tures, of Paying fuch Rents or Annuities, and of doing all fach 
other Matters and Things formerly to be done and performed on 
the ſaid Feaſts, ſhall be Kept, Obſerved, and Performed, on the 
{ame natural Days of the Ycar on which the faid Feaſts would 
have fallen, if this Act had not been made. For this Reaſon the 
eth of April is called Old Laty-Day, and the 1oth of Oftober Old 
Michaelmas- Day, and ft» of the reſt, as beitig the reſpective Days 
on which all ſuch Rents and Parments become due, iuch Rights 
take Place, and ſuch Matters and Things ought to be done, and 
not before. All that is here faid relates to the ſeveral Things 
above-mentioned, depending on Fixed or Immoveable Feaſts ; 
but all ſuch as depend on Movcalle Feaſts or on Days depend- 
ing on them, are to take Place, and be reckoned according to the 
New Calendar, in pus ſuance of an Act of Parliament pf the 
Year 1752, for amending the former Act of the Year 1751. 

N. B. That all Dates of Births, Deaths, or other remarkable

& That Day, which is the 21ſt of March, the two Poles 
again cut the two Sides of the Horizon. Neither of the Pole: 
is inclined towards the dux, which by neceſfary Conſequence 
muſt fall upon one Point of the Equator. And as the Earth, 
in its Revolu:ion, brings on all the Points which are at an 
equal iNiſtance from the Poles, the Sun, on that Day, ſeems 
to deſcribe the Equator. Beſides all the Points of the Globe, 
by ſucceſſively ging up and down, are as long above as they 
are below the dolar ere They then have all twelve 
Hours Day, and as much Night, on the 21ft of March. 

„ [he very next Day the Solar Horizon changes its Place; 
but the Axis 1s not altered in the leaſt. The Solar Horizon 
does then begin to recede therefrom, and leave the Arctic 
Pole N, which remains elevated in the enlightened Half; 
whereas the other Pole M begins to be immerſed in the obſcure 
Half. The >olar Horizon every Day recedes from the Artic 
Pole, till the Earth being placed under Caprice u, the imitz 
of the ſolar Horizon are diſtant 23 Degrees and a Half from 
the Arctic Pole N. | 

In this Situation, wherein all is very obvious, let us chooſe 
three ur ſour Points, or three or four Countries differently 
ſituated, in order to know what will happen on this Occaſion 


to them. Let us, for Inſtance, take thoſe under the Poles; 2 
Who 
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who live under the Polar Circle; thoſe who live under the 
Tropic; and Jaltly, thoſe who live under the Equator. 

I. Thoſe who are under the Pole N, or that have the celeſtial 
Pole for th:ir Zenith, have the Equator for their peculiar 
Horizon. Now the Equator here 1s twenty three Degrees 
aud a Half below the Sun. They then ſee him revolve round 
them at the Height of twenty-three Degrees and a Half above 
their Horizop. There have been already three Months fince 
theſe People came to the Verge of the enlightened Half, and 
they will be three other Months more before they each the 
other Limit of that Half. They have then a Day of ſix 
Months long. They will be afterwards tix Months, or near- 
ly ſo, under the Solar Horizon; and conſequently all that 
Time without ſeeing the Sun. The People next the Pole, 
making their Revolution between the Axis and the ſolar Ho- 
rizon, will be ſeveral Months together without touching the 
Solar Horizon; and conſequently have a Day ſeveral Months 
long. For this Reaſon they diſtinguiſh the Climates towards the 
Poles by Months, or by Nations, the Days of which, may, 
among themſelves, differ by the Space of one or more Months. 

II. What will happen to thoſe who ate under the Polar 
Circle? Since they are twenty-three Degrees and a Half 
diſtant from the Pole, and the Pole is as much diſtant from 
the Solar Horizon ; all thoſe who are under the Circle, or at 
that Diſtance from the Pole, ſhall on the 224 of June make 
their diurnal Revolution rouud the Axis, without paſſing 
under the Solar Horizon. They will indeed come cloſe, or 
* upon it, but not touch it. They will then have one 

ay four and twenty Hours long; and thoſe u ho are ſome- 
what leſs remote from the Pule, 'may be ſeveral Days to- 
gether without deſcending under the folar Horizon. Theſe 
may then among chemſelves bediſtinguiſhed by Caily Cli nates; 
that is Cli mates, where the Increaſe of the Light ſhall come 
to one, two, or three, or even more Days long. 

III. Bat ſuch as are four and twenty Degrees, and more, 
remote from the Pole, even as far as the Equator, mak» with 
the Earth a Revolution, the greateſt Part of which is in the 
enlightened Half, and the ſmalleſt Part below. All theſe 
People have then unequal Days and Nights. None of them 
can have a Day twenty four Hours long ; becauſe they all of 
them, ſome more, ſome leſs, cut upon the under Part of the 
Solar Horizon, For this Reiſon, from the Equator to the 
Polar Circle, they reckon the Ircr-afings of the Light, from 
Country to Country by hourly Climates; and they aflign. a 
new Climate, whercever the Day is ou the 22d Day of June,

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half an Hour longer than in the preeceding Climate, begin- 
ning from the Equator, where the Day is at all Times twelve 
Hours long. To he concluded in our next. ] 

Inſtead of pretending to tell what any, or all theſe Felip/es 
portend ; hope my Readers will accept of the following Ac. 
count of a Funeral, as I find it by Exploralibus; who havin 
the Gift of [nwi/ibility, was enabled to penetrate into the Fa- 
mily Secrets of all Kinds of People. 

The Parade of a Funeral, and lying in State, at the Back.

Middle, containing ſome twenty more, ſupplyed the Ab- 
c ſence of the Sun. At the upper End flood a Bier, with 
t the Coffin of the deceaſed, both covered with black Vel- 
« yet, and on the Lid of the latter was fixed a filver Plate, 
„with this Inſcription engraven on it: 
CI Y” 3 Dp 
Who came into the World, April 2, 1749, 
And departed, September 12, 1753. 
He lived belowed, and died lamented, 
| By 
Lady MARVELL. 

4 On one Side of the Bier, and near the Feet of the 
& Corpſe, ſat a Woman in deep Mourning, holding a white 
© Handkerchief, cloſe to her Face, not to wipe off the Tears, 
« but to conceal the Diſdain with which it was overſpread at 
the Office impoſed upon her. 

« As we approached the Bier, the Footman, who had been 
* our Guide, lifted up the Lid of the Coffin, and obliged us 
« with a View of the Body; and certainly there never was a 
& more truly ridiculons and comical Sight than the little N 
«6 NOK 
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« Noſe of the Creature, which was of the Dutch Maſtiff Kind, 
« peeping as it were out of a Shroud of white Venetian Sattin! 

By this Time, „the Undertaker's Servants with two 
« mourning Coaches-and-fix were come, and the funeral Pro- 
« ceſſion was ordered to ſet out for Mary-le-bon, where Cupid 
« was to be interred in a Grave dug for him in a Field near 
« the Pond. 

« E»ploralibus (though inwi/ible) was preſent when Lady 
« Marvell gave her laſt Farewell to the deceaſed Favourite. 
« She entered with haſty Steps, contracted Brows, and all the 
„Tokens of Ill-humour and Diſcontent; then in an 1mpe- 
« rious Tone, ſpoke to the Footman. 

« Lady Marvell, I hear Mr. Grim does not think fit to 
* attend the Funeral himſelf. 

* Footman. The poor Man is not well, it ſeems, Madam 
“ fo hopes your Ladyſhip will excuſe him, as he has ſent four

« Lady Marvell. I ſuppoſe the impudent Fellow thinks it 
beneath him to attend the Funeral of a Dog !- Such mean- 
„ fouled Wretches know not how to make any Diſtinction

* man of Quality; but it is the laſt Burial he ſhall ever have 
„out of my Family, and ſo I ſhall tell him when I pay his 
Bill. - And you, Sir, have you taken Care that the Grave is 
* dug handſome and deep enough ; that my poor Creature be 
not taken up for the ſake of his Coffin and Shroud ? 

& Feotman. Yes, my Lady, I gave Orders that it ſhould 


be two Feet broad and nine Feet in the tarth, at leaft. 


„Lady Marvell. Gave Orders l- gave Orders! and what, 
Mr. Jackanapes, what hindered you from going to ſee if it 
vas done as it ought to be? | 

** Fovtman, Your Ladyſhip knows, I was obliged to attend 
* the Door, 

Lady Marvell. You have always ſome Pretence or other 
« for not doing as you ſhould. Servants are certainly the

* firſt take my Leave of the poor dear Creature — Farewell 
© my pretty little Cupid. —” Vis a ſad Thing; - but we muſt 
* all die l Su/ar, as ſoon as the Burial is over, come directly 
* up to your other Maſters and Miſtreſſes; for they have been 
* ſtrangely uſed theſe two Days. Never was a Woman of 
* Quality's Family ſo handled ! — Catharine is not fit to be a 
** Dog-maid to a Cow-keeper, « Her

% Her Jadyſhip went out of the Room in ſpeaking theſe 
Words, and the Death-hunter's Servants were called in; they 
brought with them a long mourning Cloak and Hat-band «or 
„ the Footman, a Scarf for Mrs. Suan, and Gloves tor each of 
them. As ſoon as they had faſtened up the Coffin, which! 
perceived they could not do without laughing, the Proceſſion 
t jet out. Mrs. S«ſzx bearing the Coffin under a velvet Pall upon 
„her Lap, went in the firſt Coach; the Footman ſeated himſelf 
© in the other, and the Undertakers Servants walked on each 
« Side, with their Hands upon the Doors.“ 

From an Expreſſion of Lady Marwell's, above meutioned, our 
Inviſible conceived there were more Curioſities in the Family of 
that Kind; ana had not waited long, before her Ladyſhip flew 
to a ſpacious Apartment, in which, “were no fewer than four. 
te teen Beds of different Sizes; the largeſt not exceeding three 
& F:et and a half in Height, and two in Breadth; but all of them 
c extremely neat and fathionable, with Curtains, Vallens, and 
% Bates; cach had a Mattreſs, a quilted Covering, a Pillow and

« here, if the Dogs whoſe Apartment it was had been abſent.

© ſeeing the Comb the was uſing, ſnatched it out of her Hand 
© and itruck it into her Face with ſuch a Force that the Blood 
4 ſtarted out from every Pore; crying at the ſame Jime— 
% Moniter | how dare you touch He&or with this Comb ? 

„Maid. Indeed my Lady, they were all here; I did not 
© know any Difference. | 

& Lady Marvell. You lye, Huſly, and you muſt have heard 
cet hat all my Dogs have each of them a Set of Combs to them- 
6 ſelves with their Names wrote upon them; can't yuu read, Oat? 

Maid. Indez, Madam, I did not lee it. 

© Lady Marvell. Taxe that then,—you Slut,—and that,—and 
© that to clear your Sight, and make you remember another 
* Time, Theſe Words were accompanyed with Blows, firſt on
